GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

You have been honored with the sufirages of the people of Ne- 
"braska, and are assembled here as their representatives, with au- 
thority to act for their common interest, and to legislate upon 
such subjects as will best promote the public welfare. To be chosen 
by the partiality of your fellow citizens to represent them in the 
legislative halls of the State, there to enact new laws and modity 
old ones for their government, is justly regarded a high and hon- 
orable privilege, a trust that no man can afford to betray. 

Nebraska is nearing the end of her twelfth year of Statehood, 
and few of her sisters can show a nobler progress. We have great 
natural resources to be developed, educational interests to foster, 
public charities to uphold, new industries to encourage. With the 
necessaries of life abundant and easily attainable, with a govern- 
ment emanating from the people, and resting upon their confidence 
for support, with the largest liberty for all, consistent with security 
for person and property, the State teems with business aetivity, 
and is steadily advancing in all the elements that make up the 
highest order of civilization. 

In providing for the actual wants of State government, the peo- 
ple do not expect to see parsimony confounded with economy, but 
they do demand that there shall be neither extravagance nor unnec- 
essary expenditure of the public money, nor do they expect our 
statute books to be encumbered with laws that benefit the few at 
the expense of the many. The two preceding sessions were nec- 
essarily subjected to that interruption and excitement incident to 
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the election of a United States Senator. The present legislature, 
happily, bas no such duty to perform, and you have an oppo&u- 
nity to devote yourselves solely to that work rightfully expected of 
active, able, and faithful legislators. 

As briefly as possible, I now proceed with the performance of 
that duty imposed by the constitution, requiring the Executiveto 
present to the legislature a statement of the condition of the State, 
adding such recommendations as are deemed expedient.

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STATE FINANCES - 


Taxation and public indebtedness are matters that concern all 


our citizens, and therefore demand careful consideration at your 
hands. 


The following summary, gathered from the reports of the State | 


Treasurer and Auditor of Public Accounts, indicates that our State 
finances are in а prosperous condition:

Of the large amount in the treasury at the close of the fiscal year, 
$123,685 .82, is credited to the State sinking fund. The true policy 
of the State should be to reduce its bonded indebtedness as rapidly 
as can be done without inconvenience to the people. And I there- 
fore concur in the recommendation made by the State Treasurer, 
that the money in the sinking fund in excess of the amount required 
to meet the interest on the State bonds be applied to the cancella- 
tion of bonds held by the permanent school fund, and by this means 
liquidate at least one-sixth of the State’s entire indebtedness. The 
permanent school fund ean be reinvested in ten per cent. 
securities. 
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REVENUE AND TAXATION. 

The assessed value of the taxable property in the State in 1877, 
was $71,311,578.90., In 1818 it was $74,389,535 . 97, an increase of 
$3,077,957.07. The rate of taxationfor State purposes for the years 
1877 and 1878 was six and three-eighths mills on each dollar valu-

The total amount of delinquent taxes reported by the Auditor 
of Publie Accounts is $821,125.77. This amount covers all the 
unpaid taxes returned since the organization of Nebraska as a Тет- 
ritory, and of eourse alarge share of it is fictitious and never will 
be collected. However, this constantly increasing item demands 
your attention, and measures should be taken tending to a more 
prompt collection of the publie revenues. Б 

During the two years ending Nov. 30th, 1878, warrants were 
drawn by the Auditor upon the several funds amounting in the 
aggregate to $993,009.38, and the estimated current expenses of 
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the State, including the cost of maintaining the State institutions, 


amount to five hundred thousand dollars per annum. 

The permanent school fund now amounting to $535,167.35, is 
invested in bonds and mortgages. The yearly income derived from 
these securities and applied to the support of ourcommon schools 
is $36,786.12, and is constantly increasing. 

A tabulated statement hereto appended, giving an instructive 
summary of the financial condition of all the counties of the State, 
will be found of general interest. It appears that the total county 
indebtedness is $5,692,814. This includes the school district in- 
debtedness, which 15,$1,048,225.00. 


COMMON SCHOOLS. 


The report of the Superintendent of Publie Instruction exhibits 
the condition of our publie schools in a highly satisfactory manner. 

In the sixty-two organized eounties of the State, there are two 
thousand six hundred and ninety school distriets. 

The total number of children of school age is one hundred and 
four thousand and seventeen, an increase since 1876 of eleven thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-six. 

The total number of teachers employed is three thousand seven 
hundred and thirty. 

The totalxeceipts for the year ending April 1, 1878, were $849. 
300.45; total expenditures $936,931.98; total floating indebtec- 
ness $199,061.02; bonded indebtedness $837,184.00. At the last 
mentioned date there were $208,872.26 held by the school district 
treasurers, and there were $134,077.20 11 the hands of county treas- 
urers credited бог the several districts, making in the aggregate 
$342,919.46 of available funds belonging to the school districts.

Deduct from this the appropriations made by ће Legislature in 
1875, amounting to $23,421.08, which amount was paid out by the 
Treasurer during the past two years,and there remains $414,894.04, 
the amount apportioned to the counties. The receipts from 
interest on that part of the funds invested in bonds is less than it 
was two years ago, because the State bonds belonging to the per- 
manent school fand and yielding this interest, draw but eight per 
cent, while the certificates converted into bonds drew ten per cent. 

The amount derived from the State tax is $68,466.15 less for this 
biennial period than for the preceding one, on account of the re- 
duction of the levy for common school purposes from two mills to 
one. 

Your attention is called to the suggestions made in the Superin- 
tendent’s report in regard to the safe keeping and management of 
district school funds. So large an amount of money, nearly a 
million dollars, annually disbursed-by so many officers, needs care- 
fal regulation to prevent its illegal use and mismanagement. 

The increasing indebtedness of school districts, is another mat- 
ter which should engage your attention. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction, in his report here- 
with submitted, ably discusses topics of vital importance to опг 
educational interests; and to this report you are referred for de- 
tailed information pertaining to the advancement of our common 
school system. 
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CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 


The present prosperous condition of those charitable institutions 
that are supported by general taxation, and devoted to the care 
and education of our children of sorrow, is a source of congratu- 
lation. 

An intelligent, generous and humane people demand that lib- 
eral measures be taken to ameliorate the condition of those fellow 
beings who are deprived of sight, hearing, speech or reason. First 
in importance among these publie charities is the 


HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


The average number of patients treated at this institutition 
during the past two years was one hundred and three, and within 
that period sixty-two were restored to mental health. On the 30th 
day of November, 1878, there were remaining in the hospital one 
hundred and twenty. 

In 1877 the Legislature appropriated $51,200 to pay its current 
expenses for two years, and of this sum the Superintendent reports 
$3,389.81 unexpended November 30th, 1878. 

From the products of the farm belonging to the hospital $850.47 
have been realized during the past two years. As there are 
other State lands lying adjacent to this farm I unite with the Su- 
perintendent in recommending that an additional one hundred and 
sixty acres be given to the institution, since, aside from yielding a 
revenue and furnishing the hospital table with fresh vegetables, its 
cultivation gives the necessary employment for convalescing pa- 
tients. ` 

In the month of November, 1877, Dr. Е. G. Fuller, who had ac- 
ceptably filled the office of Superintendent for nearly three years, 
tendered his resignation, which I received with regret. Dr.-H. P. 
Mathewson was selected as his successor; and I cheerfully bear 
testimony to his skill as a physician and his ability as a manager 
of the institution, 
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INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


From the exhibits made in the report of the Principal, it appears 
that the management of this benevolent institution is entrusted 
to worthy hands. There has been an increase in attendance, the 
enrollment at the close of the‘fiscal year being fifty-two, and good 
progress made in the instruction of the pupils in the ordinary 
branches of education and useful trades taught. | 

The appropriation for the maintenanee of the institution for 1877 
and 1818 was $28,000; and of this sum there remains an unex- 
pended balance of more than seven thousand dollars. On Septem- 
ber 1, 1878, Prof J. A. Gillespie was appointed principal of the 
institute to sueceed Prof. R. H. Kinney, who resigned during 
the summer to take effect on that date. The present incumbent 
is regarded as а very eompetent and efficient officer. 


THE BLIND ASYLUM. 


This institution maintains an equally high standard with those 
already mentioned in its management and good results. Its ex- 
penses have been kept within the appropMation made for its вар- 
port, and under your sustaining саге Из prosperity is Аа 

Sinee the adjournment of your predecessors, at the request of 
the Board of Public Lands and Buildings, it became my duty to 
remove Prof. Samuel Bacon from the principalship of this asylum. 
I appointed in his stead Prof. J. B. Parmalee, who entered upon 
his duties on the 22nd day of November, 1878, and is now charg- 
ed with the conduct of its affairs. Twenty-one pupils are report- 
ed in attendance at the close of the fiscal year. 

By law these institutions are all placed under the immediate 
control of the Board of Public lands and Buildings, to which their 
successful management is in a measure to be attributed. 


STATE HOUSE. 


For some time past the outer walls of the Capitol have 
been considered unsate. In the month of October last, architects 
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were employed to make an examination of the entire building, and 
they pronounced the north wall in danger of falling, and recom- 
mended its immediate replacement by a more substantial one. 
The Board of, Public Lands and Buildings, who by law are made 
responsible for the keeping and repair of publie buildings, acted 
upon the advice of the architects, and caused the north wall to be 
| rebuilt at a cost of $777.98. The money expended for this work 
was taken from surplus funds in the hands of the Board. ` For the 
purpose of meeting the expense of necessary and unexpected re- 
pairs that are frequently required to be made to the publie build- 
ings, I suggest that an appropriation be made, to be known as a 
contingent fund, to be drawn only in case of emergency, and upon 
proper vouehers approved by the Board of Publie Lands and Build- 
ings. The repairs referred to have perhaps made the Capitol secure 
for the present. The time however is not far distant, if indeed it 
has not already arrived, when steps should be taken for the erection 
of a new State House of adequate proportions. Your own crowded 
condition would alone suggest this necessity. It is a question for 
you to determine whether or not it would be sound policy to 
make provisions for this purpose, during your present session. 
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During the past four years the rate of taxation for State pur- 
poses has been steadily reduced; the levy for the support of Com- 
mon Schools was cut down one mill; the Penitentiary tax of one 
mill, and State bond tax of one tenth of a mill, have been dropped 
entirely; and it is not unlikely that the general fund tax will be 
reduced at least one half a mill by the State Board of Equalization 
at its next session. А levy creating a fund for building а new 
Capitol might now be made, and would be lightly felt, 


As appears from the Librarian’s report, the State Library has 
also outgrown its present accommodations, and new rooms are re- 
quired to properly care for its valuable contents. Other Depart- 
ments find the office room allotted to them entirely insufficient 
for the convenient transaction of public business. 
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THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

This institution standing at the head of the educational system 
of the State, continues to enjoy increasing prosperity, the number 
of students in the classes of the University proper being nearly 
sixty per cent larger than two years ago. It is cordially commen- 
ded to your continued fostering care. With the rapid increase of 
опт population, such as the last year has witnessed, its lands will 
soon be worth in the mafket the price fixed by the constitution at 
which they may be sold. Until that point is reached the present , 
moderate tax of. three-eights of one mill will perhaps yield а suf- 
ficient revenue to carry forward the important work which it is so 
effectually doing at present. In the summer of 1877, it became 
apparent that the foundation of the University building was giv- 
ing way, and the desirableness, if not absolute necessity, of re- 
placing it with a new one, was urged by the best architects of the 
State, and also from abroad. In this emergency, the city of Lin- 
coln came promptly forward, and advanced the monéy necessary 
for the required repairs. As the University belongs to the whole 
State, it is obviously your duty to make good the expense that has 
been ineurred in renewing the foundation of the building, thus 
rendering. it unquestionably safe, and fitting it to endure many 
years. lam happy to eall your attention to another important 
step in the progress of the University work as indicated in the 
provision which the generous people of Lincoln are now making 
for the more ample and economical boarding of students, The 
building erected for this porpose is almost completed, and speaks 
for itself, both in its size and the good taste with which it has been 
‚ planned. The accompanying report of the Board of Regents will 
furnish you further particulars concerning the progress of the edu- 
cational work under their supervision. 


EEFORM SCHOOL. 


Ап institution for the reformation of youthful offenders, and for 
the care, correction and education of neglected children who are 
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growing up in idleness, vice and mendicancy, has become a neces- 
sity in Nebraska. The importance of making juvenile reformato- 
ries à part of the publie penal system was recognized by Massa- 
chusetts in 1848, and to-day there are thirty-four sehools of 
this character managed and maintained by the different States. 

The Commissioners of the Ohio Reform Sehool, in their report 

for 1876, say : “The Institution, although once regarded as very 
doubtful, and by many an unwarranted experiment, to-day, after a 
lapse of twenty years, is an established fact, and in all respects 
meets the just expectations of its patrons and supporters. Haun- 
dreds of young men all over the State, engaged successfully in va- 
rious industrial and professional pursuits of life, the alumni of the 
Institution, are living witnesses, bearing unmistakable evidence of 
the seat valve and success of the Ohio Reform School.” 

During the past four years there have been thirty-four boys, be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and twenty years, confined in our State 
prison, and doubtless others would have found their way there had 
not their extreme youth shielded them from punishment. Itis in- 
deed an open question whether those who are sentenced to serve a 
term in our prisons, particularly the youthful offenders, are not 
morally in a worse condition when they are released from, than 
when they began a prison life. The influence of association with 
older and confirmed criminals, together with the stigma that for- 
ever follows the convicted felon, must certainly imbue the mind 
with ideas that ought not to obtain among good citizens. Statistics 
show that the average term of the offenders sent to reform schools 
is less than two years, and that seventy-three per cent. of those dis- 
eharged are thoroughly reformed. In recommending the estab- 
lishment of an institution of this kind at some suitable point in 
the State, I do so believing that charity for our wayward youth in- 
vokes it, and the full performance of a righteous duty to humanity 
demands it. 
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NORMAL SCHOOL. 

This institution during the last two years has had a steady 
growth and increased prosperity. The school as now organized 
comprises two complete normal courses, and is devoted exclusively 
to the preparation of teachers. 

The average enrollment for the two years is three hundred and 
forty-one ; number of graduates in both departments, sixty-three ; 
average age of the students, nineteen years. There are thirty-six 
counties represented by students in the school. 

The Board of Education report that the increased attendance will 
require an increase in the appropriations for teachers” wages, and 
that provision should be made for making needful repairs to the 


building. I recommend that ample appropriations be made to 
enable this Institution to continue the important work it is now so 


successfully performing. 
PENITENTIARY. 


The report of those officers intrusted with the management of 
the State Prison show that it has been conducted in an 
economical and satisfactory manner. The general health of the 
convicts has been good, ‘but two deaths occurring within the last 
biennial period. 

The wisdom of passing the “Good Time Act,” which gives the 
prisoner an opportunity to shorten his term of service by a strict 
observance of the rules of the prison, is evidenced by the discipline 
and good order maintained. The same Jaw that placed the Peni- 
tentiary under the control of the Board of Public Lands and Build- 
ings, made it their duty to provide for leasing the Penitentiary and 
convict labor. А. contract with W. Н. B. Stout was entered into, 
and went into effect on the first day of October, 1877, and termin- 
ates віх years from that date. The Contractor pays all the expense 
necessarily incurred in the maintenance of the prison, including 
board and clothing of the convicts and the salaries of all the officers 
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and guards, for which he receives from the State the labor of the 
convicts and sixty cents per diem per capita for each convict for 
the first two years, and fifty-five cents and fifty cents per diem, per 
eapita, respectively, for the succeeding terms of two years each. 
Before this contract was entered into, the average cost for main- 
taining the Penitentiary was one dollar arid twenty-five cents a day 
for each convict. However, under the old system, as the number 
of prisoners inereased the per capita cost decreased. А comparison 
of these figures will attest the practicability of the policy adopted 
by the State. It is thought that when the present contract expires 
there will be sufficient skilled labor in the prison to enable the 
Board to lease it on such terms as will make the prison almost, 
if not quite, self sustaining. At the request of the Board having 
control of the Penitentiary, Warden Г. Е. Wyman was removed 
from office, and H. C. Dawson appointed his successor, who has 
proven himself to be an efficient and faithful officer. 

The Warden reports one hundred and twenty-eight prisoners in . 
the Penitentiary on November 30th, 1878, and the average number 
confined during the past two years to be one hundred and twenty- 
one. 

The total expenditures for maintaining the prison for the years 
1877 and 1878 have exceeded the amount appropriated for Ив sup- 
port, which was $58,768.66, by about two hundred dollars, and a 
deficiency of this sum will be reported. 


PUBLIO LANDS. 


The report of the Commissioner of Public Lands and Buildings, 
presents a very complete and interesting review of the important 
trusts transferred to his charge, and of the operations of the Board 
ol Educational Lands and Funds, and the Board of Public Lands 
and Buildings. The following is a synopsis of that portion of the 
report devoted to our public lands. There are 2,443,148 acres of 
those lands, donated by the General Government for the permanent 
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endowment of our Public Schools, remaining unsold. This in- 
eludes those sections located in the unorganized part of the State. 
Duting the years 1877 and 1878, deeds have been granted for 
6,771 acres, and 26,819 acres have been disposed of on the credit 
system atan average price of seven dollars and fifty-four cents per acre. 
Prior to the year 1877, there had been 80,381 acres of school lands 
leased to individuals, at an average rental of six per cent of their 
appraised value, and there have since been leased 100,918 acres, at 
an average of eight per cent. The revenue derived from this 
source already exceeds $50,000 per annum, and will increase as 
other lands are leased. This liberal sum goes to swell our muniti- 
cent temporary school fund. Of the University lands, 43,849 
acres remain unsold; 1,271 acres were disposed of during the past 
year at an average of eight dollars and twenty cents per acre, and 
8,595 acres were leased. The 89,453 acres donated by the govern- 
ment for the support of an Agricultural College remain intact. 
There are also 9,602 acres of the twenty sections of Normal School 
endowment lands remaining on hand. The State also holds the 
title to 18,605 acres of Saline lands, 1,857 acres of Penitentiary 
lands, 480 acres of Internal Improvement lands, and 308 lots 
in the city of Lincoln. 

Application has been made to the General Land office for indem- 
nity lands in lieu of the school sections included in the Otoe and 
Pawnee Indian reservations. 


PARDONS. 


In conformity with the requirements of the constitution, this 
message is accompanied with a record of the pardons and commu- 
tations granted by me during my last official term, together with 
the reasons in each instance for exercising executive clemency. 
Numerous applications and petitions have been presented to me; 
but 1 have declined to favorably consider any, except where а care- 
ful examination of the merits of the case convinced me that it was 
a deserving one. 
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During the four years that the pardoning power has been vested 
in me, fourteen persons have been pardoned from the penitentiary, 
and seven of these were reieased during the last two years. 

The executive is frequently sought to be imposed upon by ex 
parte applications for pardons; and to protect the State from im- 
positions of this nature, I have in every instance required those 
petitions asking for executive interference, to be first favorably en- 
dorsed by the prosecuting attorney, or the judge who passed sen- 
tence. 


THE SALT SPRINGS, 


I again invite the attention of the Legislature to the neglected 
condition of the valuable Saline springs belonging to the State, 
and the importance of taking initiatory steps toward theirearly de- 
velopment. Every scientific test applied to determine the value 
and proportionate saline properties of the waters flowing from 
these springs, has added to their already high reputation for salt 
bearing. There ean be no doubt, with each succeeding year, large 
quantities of this useful article are permitted to wastefully flow 
away, and a great manufacturing interest lies dormant for the lack 
of proper encouragement. 

Situated as we are, far distant from salt manufactories, paying a 
high tariff for transportation, and a vast field west of us to be sup- 
plied with this staple product, the necessity of opening the way for 
an enterprise of this importance must force itself прол the mind 
of every thoughtful man. At present there is no authority for 
leasing these springs, or utilizing the lands donated for their de- 
velopment. 

IMMIGRATION. 


Although Nebraska is doubtless receiving her share of those 
who are seeking homes in the West, yet as a State we have for 
several years done comparatively little to encourage immigration, 
The incomplete census taken in the early spring of 1878 shows a 
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population of 313,748, or about four persons to the sqnare mile, 
unevenly distributed over a grand area of 15,995 square miles. 
When it is remembered that the worn out soil of- Europe supporte 
on an'average two hundred persons to the square mile, ànd that 
we have a climate remarkable for health, а soil of unsurpassed fer- 
tility, and million of aeres awaiting the aetual settler, N ebras- 
ka’s future can only be contemplated with feelings of pride. Of 
the forty-eight million broad acres within our borders, at least 
thirty millions are snitable for agricultural purposes. As yet only 
2,500,000 acres or about one-twelfth of our farming lands have been 
brought under cultivation. Aside from an abundant crop of 
minor cereals, the estimated yield of these lands in 1878 in round 
numbers was—

Those railroad companies having large landed interests in the 
State have, through their agencies and exertions, done much to in- 
duce immigrants to settle among us, and are deserving of great 
credit for their successful efforts in this direction. The only pub- 
lications, however, that are received in full faith by persons seek- 
ing information concerning our advantages and resources, are those 
issued by public authority. The Executive office, Board of Agri 
culture, and other departments, receive annually thousands of let- 
ters from those desiring to come West, wanting to know what in- 
ducements Nebraska offers. To these inquiries there are no offi- 
eial publications, doing equal and entire justice to all parts of the 
State, to send in reply. We have suffered much from misrepresen- 
tation, and to-day there are many who believe that a trackless des- 
ert exists on our western border, where in faet countless thousands 
of cattle feed and fatten without shelter or grain. Damaging sto 
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ries about the grasshopper scourge, the drouth, the indians, border 
ruffianism, bleak winters, and barren plains, have gone abroad, and 
remain to-day officially uncontradicted. For years Nebraska has 
suffered from none of these evils, and the desert story has, long 
since, proven to be a myth. 

Surprising as it may appear, Nebraska, whose chief branch of 
industry is the cultivation of the soil, is the only State in the Un- 
ion that does not publish the reports compiled by its State Boards 
of Agriculture and Horticulture. I desire to urge upon you the 
importance of making provision for publishing these valuable re- 
ports, and disseminating them as official immigration documents. 

An Agricultural Bureau of reports and statistics is a feature now 
existing in many States, and its operations are attended with very 
satisfactory results. Through the workings of this Bureau a sys- 
tematie effort is made to gather and publish tull statistical and de- 
scriptive information of every county and precinct in the State. If 
a Board of Immigration is not established and supported, an ap- 
propriation should be made, to be expended under the direction of 
the Governor, for tlie purpose of collecting specimens of our agri- 
cultural and horticultural productions to be displayed at eastern 
exhibitions, and pay for such printing as should be deemed useful 
and necessary. Money judiciously expended for this purpose will ma- 
terially aid in swelling our population to a half a million within 
the next two years. It is estimated that we have received over fifty 
thousand new settlers during the past season. There are many 
thousand landless people in the over-crowded east and in Europe, 
unemployed and discontented, who are anxious -to emigrate toa 
country where they can earn bread for their families, and obtain 
homes of their own. By youraid, in giving the needed legislation, 
these people can be brought to Nebraska to populate her beautiful 
prairies and fertile valleys, and here find contentment and pros- 
perity. 
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SUITS AGAINST THE STATE. 


The passage of а law by the Legislature, at its last session, per- ` 
mitting individuals to bring suits against the State, seems to have 
been the signal for a general onslaught upon the public treasury. . 
Under its provisions innumerable claims were presented, many were 
well founded, others chimerical, and being disallowed, were forth- 
with taken to the courts. Actions continued to be brought until 
suits amounting to moré than one hundred thousand dollars were 
pending in the different District Courts, and judgments had been 
rendered against the State for more than fifty thousand dollars, and 
others were likely to be obtained. In view of this alarming’ state 
of affairs, I availed myself of the provisions of this act and employ- 
ed Hon. T. M. Marquette to assist in defending the interests of the 
State, and he was given the management of several of the more 
important cases. Some of these cages “were taken to the Supreme 
Court, and there reversed on the ground that the courts can acquire 
jurisdiction in actions on claims against the State only by an ap- 


` peal from the decision of the Auditor of Publie Accounts and Sec- 


retary of State ; and as this decision applied to other suits pending 
in the courts below, they were discontinued. It is not plain how 
any judgment against the State could be satisfied, since there is no 
mode of enforcing it. 

I also retained Hon. J. Г. Webster in the саве of E. Estabrook 
versus the State of Nebraska. Other Departments have found it 
necessary to employ attorneys to assist the law officer of the State, 
and I deem it but right that they receive compensation eommen- 
surate with the valuable services rendered, and I recommend that 
an appropriation be made for that purpose. 

A list of all the suits against the State, with the names of the at- 
torneys retained, and the final disposition of each case, is herewith 
trangmitted for your further inforination. 
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RAILROADS. 


‚ There are now within the limits of the State, completed and in 
operation, thirteen hundred and twenty miles of railway, with an 
aggregate taxable value of over ten million dollars. In 1878 the 
average assessed valuation was $6,938.15 per mile. 

During the past two years over two hundred miles of new road 
have been constructed, and other extensions are being pushed for- 
ward with commendable energy, developing portions of the State 
not heretofore accommodated with railroad facilities. 

A tabular statement showing the length and assessed value of 
the several roads is hereto appended. 


INSURANCE. 

The Legislature at its last session failed to provide for the renew- 
al of the expiring insurance on the State institutions, and many of 
the policies covering the different public buildings are no longer in 
force, and all will expire within the next two years. If in your 
wisdom it is deemed best to keep the public property insured, it 
will be necessary to make an appropriation to meet this expense. 

The premium on policies covering all the public buildings, if in- 
sured for the term of five years, is estimated at $4,000 per annum. 

A statement of the insurance on the different Institutions, still 
in force, is herewith transmitted. 


FISH CULTURE. 


The propagation of fish by artificial means, and making the cul- 
tivation of food-fishes a source of profit, are among the progressive 
industries of the day. Congress created the United States Fish 
Commission in 1871, and since that time twenty-two States have 


_ established Commissions, aiding them in the beginning with a 


small appropriation. Some of these State Commissions, which be- 
gan operations but a few years since with an appropriation suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of a few boxes of spawn, now number the 
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‚ fish propagated under their patronage by the million. It is an 
established fact that an acre of water devoted to pisciculture wil 
yield a very much larger profit than an acre of land in the highest 
state of cultivation. Our streams and lakes can be easily and 
cheaply stocked with suitable varieties of fish. Many of our springs 
and surface water channels, with slight expense, might be utilized 
as fish ponds, thereby giving those least favored by natural facili- 

| ` ties convenient opportunity to supply themselves with cheap and 

wholesome food, : 

Professor Spencer F. Baird, at;the head of the United States Fish 
Commission, in a letter to ше upon this subject, says: “About 
three Commissioners should be selected from gentlemen interested 
in such subjects, probably to serve the first year, at least, without 
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pay, to take into consideration the measures necessary for the in- 
terest of fish culture in Nebraska, and report to the next Legisla- 
ture. An appropriation of five hundred dollars might be made 
for incidental expenses. The facilities that the United States Com- 
mission can offer in this connection are a supply of eggs of certain 
desirable fishes, such as California salmon and land locked sal- 
mon, to be hatched out under any arrangement that can be made 
for that purpose. Also, a transmission of young shad, and possi- 
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bly of German carp, to be made without expense to your State. 
It will give me much pleasure to co-operate with such Commis- 
sioners whenever they are appointed.” Quite a number of our citi- 
zens have already demonstrated the feasibility of fish culture in 
this State, and it only needs the stimulating influence of favorable 
| legislation to give this new enterprise such an impetus as will make 
its suecess certain, and its results permanent and valuable. 


REVISION OF THE STATUTES. 
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| Probably the subject of greatest concern to the whole people 
| that will engage your attention during the present session will be 
| the Revised Laws reported by the revision commission. 

| Pursuant to the provisions of the act creating a commission to 
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revise the general laws of the State, approved February 16, 1877, 
І appointed John Н. Ames, A. Н. Conner and В. Н. Calhoun such 
commissioners; and they met at the Capitol and entered upon 
the discharge of their duties on the fifteenth of May, 1877. 


On the first of January following their appointment, the com- 
mission submitted a report to me, setting forth the status of the 
important work in their charge, and stating that the revision was 
at that time far from complete. This was not to be wholly unex- 
pected, when we contemplate the magnitude and importance of the 
task imposed upon them. A doubt arose, whether or not the fune- 
tions of the commission ceased on the first of January, 1878, and this 
question was submitted to the Supreme Court, by an amicable suit 
between one of the Commissioners and myself. That tribunal held, 
that the powers of the commission, with right to compensation ex- 
pired on the date last mentioned. The faet remained, however, 
that over three thousand dollars of the appropriation made for 
defraying the expense of the revision had beefi drawn, a very con- 
siderable portion of the work had been accomplished, and unless 
the commission should resume its labors, the State would lose the 
benefit of their services already rendered, and the much needed 
revision be indefinitely delayed. These considerations convinced 
me that it was my duty to ask the Commissioners to finish the 
work before them ; and their final report, together with the revis- 
ion complete, will be submitted to you for such action as you may 
judge best for the interests of the State. А greater portion of the 
work has been performed during the year 1878, and as the Com- 
missioners have received no pay therefor, І recommend that an 
appropriation be made to compensate them for their services. The 
fragmentary eondition, lack of harmony, and the many conflicting 
provisions of our statute law seem to make a thorough revision an 
imperative necessity. I believe that an examination of the work 
presented by these gentlemen, will convince you that it has been 
performed by competent hands in a careful manner; and in my 
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jadgment, your time cannot be better employed than by giving it 
calm consideration. Were it not that many defects in important 
chapters, such as revenue, decedents, and the code, have been enred 
by this -revisionF-should deem it my duty to direct your atten- 
tion to them. 

Our laws should be given to the people in clear language and 
compact form, divested of those provisions that have been repeal- 
ed, and are in conflict with the constitution. The importance of 
this subject need not be further discussed by me; it has doubtless, 
already impressed itself upon your minds, and I feel confident that 
you will take such action as will meet the approbation of your 


constituents. 
CRIME. 


On the tenth day of December, 1878, Luther Mitchell and Ami 
Ketchum, citizens of this State, were barbarously put to death by 
а mob in Custer county. The perpetrators of this fearful crime 
are supposed to be herders or stock-men living in that locality; 


and three days ago the people of this State learned with satisfac- 


tion that all the parties suspected of participation in this cowardly 
outrage were safely lodged in jail, I recommend that an appro- 
priation of $10,000 be made for rewarding the men who risked 
their lives in capturing these outlaws, and for the further purpose 
of ascertaining their guilt or innocence; and, if guilty, to make 
their punishment swift and certain. 

The statute limits the reward for the arrest and conviction of 
capital criminals to two hundred dollars; and at present, there is 
no appropriation to pay even that sum. In my judgment, the law 
should be so modified as to leave the amount discretionary with 
the Governor. 

OUR FRONTIER. 

The extreme western and northwestern portions of our State are 

admirably adapted to cattle grazing, and many of our citizens are al- 


ready extensively engagedin this lucrative industry, and although v 
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herds of thousands are counted by the score, stock raising on the 
plains of Nebraska is still in its infancy. 

The pioneer homesteader, availing himself of the gift of govern- 
ment land, has, with characteristic energy and perseverance, dem- 
onstrated that this portion of the State is also well adapted to agri- 


culture. These people who have taken up their permanent abode 


on the frontier, and are following peaceable and profitable pursuits, 
are justly entitled to that protection of life and property guaran- 
teed by our fundamental law. 

Congress has curtailed the military branch of the nation, until 
it is no longer capable of guarding the large expanse of territory 
exposed to the incursion of marauding bands of Indians. Withiu 
the year just closed, citizens of Kansas were murdered by the 
Cheyenne Indians almost upon our border, and many of our own 
citizens suffered heavily from loss of stock run off in their recent 


raid. These Indians are the wards of the nation, and our people 


are taxed for their support. Notwithstanding this, they are per- 
mitted to abandon their reservations and prey upon the settler. 
Ifthe general government has failed to defend our people from the 
blows of savages, it becomes your duty to devise means for their 
protection. The State authorities have furnished our frontier set- 
tlements with arms and ammunition, so far as the limited supply 
at their command would permit. The settlements are far apart, 
and depredations are liable to be committed and life endangered 
before the people can unite for defense. 


I believe that at least partial relief from these outrages may be 
found in the enactment and enforcement of an efficient militia law; 
one that will eqnip the frontiersmen and organize them into com- 
panies; confer authority upon them to protect their homes and 


families, and amply reward them for their services. I may in this 
connection express the belief that a large majority of the people 


of the West regard the contemplated transfer of the Indian Bu- 
reau trom the Interior to the War Department with much favor. 


her 
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The National Military Academy is graduating а surplus of 
officers for our skeleton army and a number of these might 
be detailed as Indian agents, thereby saving to the people the large 
amounts paid out to civilians for salaries. Were the Indians placed 
under the immedate control of. the military, their opportunities 
for escaping from their reservations would be lessened, and the 
border settlements be made more seeure from their depredations. 
The proverbial integrity of the army officer would guarantee a 


service characterized by efficiency, honesty and economy. 
i 


CONCLUSION. 


I have an abiding faith in Nebraska’s future. Indeed, who can- 
not have when we compute the value of the increasing flocks that 
dot her vast domain, and the productive wealth of her thirty mil- 
lion aeres once subdued and yielding golden harvests to enrich the 
husbandman. 

With a sound and. wholesome code of laws for its cornerstone, we 
may build up here a commonwealth in the centre of the continent 
that shail swell the high wave of commerce surging between the 
mines of the West and the marts of the East, and, maturing as it 
advances in age, it shall stand prominent in the grand galaxy of 
States. 

I sincerely trust that your deliberations may be condneted in 
harmony, and attended with those beneficial results so confidently 
anticipated by your constituents. 

To those officers with whom I have been associated in the con- 
duct of public affairs, I extend my warmest thanks for their uni- 
form kindness and courtesy. 

And now, in relinquishing the high trust committed to my charge 
four years ago, I desire to make my grateful acknowledgments to a 
most generous and indulgent people ; and upon them, yourself, and 
the State, I invoke the continued favor of Almighty God.

Crime, adultery; sentenced to imprisonment in the county jail 
of Washington county for six months, convicted at November 
term, 1876, of the district court for Burt county. Pardoned, Jan- 
uary 20, 1877, upon the request of the acting district attorney, 
and a petition signed by the influential citizens of Burt county. 
The application for pardon sets forth, that Little married Louisa 
A. Thurston, who supposed she was divoreed from her former hus- 
band, Hiram Thurston; that there was no proof of criminal intent; 
and that the three children of Louisa A. Thurston were in a des-

titute condition. 
LOUISA A. THURSTON. 


Crime, adultery; sentenced to imprisonment in the county jail 
of Washington county for two months; convicted at the Novem- 
ber term, 1876, of the district court for Burt county. Pardoned, 
January 20, 1877, for the reasons set forth in the case of Levi C. 
Little. 


HARRY CLAYTON. 


Crime, grand larceny; sentence, penitentiary for three years, at 
the March term, 1876, of the district court for Douglas county. 
Pardoned, March 21, 18767 upon the request of the district attor- 
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ney (Connell), the warden and chaplain of the prison, several prom- 
inent lawyers of Douglas county, and a petition signed by five of 
- the jurymen and other citizens of Omaha. It appears that t grave 
doubts existed as to his guilt. 


DAVID W. PERRY. 


Crime, dssault and battery; sentenced to imprisonment in county 
jail for three months and payment of $100 fine and costs; con- 
vieted at the spring term, 1877, of the district eourt for Lincoln 
county. Upon a petition numerously signed by citizens of Lin- 
eoln county, and the request of prominent citizens of North Platte, 
the Governor, on the 26th of June,.1877, issued a reprieve that re- 
leased the prisoner upon payment of the fine and costs. 


CHARLES MILLER. 


Crime, forgery; sentenced to the penitentiary for one year; con- 
vieted at the fall term of the district court for Saline county. Раг- 
doned, June 30, 1877, on the petition of the judge, (Weaver), who 
sentenced him, the prosecuting attorney, a portion of the grand 
jury who found the indictment, and many reputable citizens of 
Saline county. It appears Miller was a mere youth, that the for- 
gery was committed on an order for only ten dollars, and that he 
was intoxicated at the time. He had served three months’ im- 
prisonment in the county jail, and six months in the penitentiary.

DANIEL CARROLL. 

Crime, burglary; sentence, two years and six months in the pen- 
itentiary; convicted at the March term, 1877, of the district court 
for Douglas county. Pardoned, July 2, 1877, upon a certificate of 
the prison officials that they believe he was insane, and a petition 
numerously signed by citizens of Omaha, Nebraska. The petition 
says: “From our intimate knowledge of him, we are fully satis- 
fied that he is not of sound mind and not responsible for his acts.” 
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* RICHARD D. OURRY, 


Crime, assault with intent to murder; sentence, penitentiary for 
four years; convicted at the November term, 1876, of the district 
court for Douglas county. Pardoned, July 13, 1877, at the re- 
quest of the judge (Savage), who passed sentence, the district at- 
torney (Buckingham), Dr. George L. Miller, General Strickland, 
Hon. P. W. Hitcheock, Datus Brooks, and many other prominent 
citizens of the state. Curry was found guilty of the “intent to 
kill? mainly upon the testimony of one Taft, a stranger in Doug- 
las county, who testified that he was present, and heard Curry ге- . 
peatedly say: “I will kill you.” Taft was subsequently arrested 
and indicted for robbery. And the applications for pardon also 
set forth that no person in Omaha who examined the facts, or was | 
familiar with the circumstances, believed Curry ever intended to 
murder the man whom he assaulted. р 

, JACOB BCHAFEER. . 

Crime, assault with intent to commit rape; sentence, peniten- 
tiary for two years; convicted at the November term, 1877, of the 
district court for Nemaha county. Pardoned, December 19, 1877, 
on the request of over three hundred good citizens of Nemaha and 
Johnson counties. The petitions set forth that: “The evidence in 
the ease was to our minds not conclusive of his guilt; that he has 
a wife and six small children depending upon him for support; 
and we believe that if the sentence should be enforced, it would 
break up and rnin the family; that Schaffer’s former character was 
good," ete. 


OLAFF LYND. 

Crime, horse-stealing; sentence, three years in the penitentiary; 
convicted at the May term of the district court for Cheyenne 
county. Pardoned, December 81, 1877, on the request of the 
judge (Gaslin), who sentenced; the district attorney (Dilworth), 
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the jury who found him guilty, the prosecuting witnesses, and 
other respectable citizens of Cheyenne and Dawson counties. Sub- 
equent developments raised a reasonable doubt of Lynd’s guilt. 
WILLIAM M. DANIELS. 

Crime, administering poison; sentence, six years.in thé peniten- 
tiary; convicted at the October term, 1876, of the district court 
for Lancaster county. Pardoned, June 27, 1878, at the request of 
the judge (Pound), who passed sentence, the district attorney 
(Smith), and one hundred and fifty prominent citizens of Lincoln, 
including the entire Lancaster county bar. The application for 
pardon says: “Itisa matter of public notoriety that the principal 
witnesses against Daniels have led most disreputable lives; his 
wife (whom he was aecused of attempting to poison), harboring 
thieves and prostitutes, and his daughter is an inmate of an Omaha 
brothel.”? 


COMMUTATIONS. 


GEORGE €. THOMPSON. 

Crime, grand larceny; sentence, seven years in the penitentiary; 
convicted at the May term, 1876, of the district court for Nemaha 
eounty. Sentence commuted to three years’ imprisonment, Feb- 
ruary 7, 1871. 

Thompson was tried, found guilty, and sentenced to five years in 
the state prison. After serving some months he obtained a new 
trial and received a seven years’ sentence, with no credit given for 
time served. The commutation was granted at the request of the 
district attorney (Broady), a part of the jury that found him guilty, 
the entire legislative delegation from Nemaha county, and the pe- 
tition of two hundred citizens of Nemaha county. 


HENRY JACKSON. 


Crime. robbery; sentence, three years in the penitentiary; con- 
victed at the April term, 1876, of the district court for Otoe 
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county. Sentence commuted March 17, 1877, to one year and six 
months’ imprisonment. 

This commutation was made at the reqnest of Hon. J. H. 
Broady, district attorney, who in his application makes it clear that 
Jackson’s testimony was necessary to convict one David Mason, 
indicted for robbery. Jackson was taken to Otoe county, testified 
against Mason, who was convicted, and thus earned the commuta- 


tion. . 
MICHAEL FILLION. 


Crime; murder; sentence, to be hung; convicted at the March 
term, 1876, of the district court for Lincoln county. Death sen- 
tence commuted to imprisonment for life in the penitentiary, 
April 3, 1877. From the evidence elicited at the trial, it appears, 


a bitter quarrel of long standing existed between Fillion and one | 
Grimes, whom he shot, while the latter was trying to enter amice ' 


house to which both laid elaim. 


The petition asking for the commutation of his sentence is signed 


by over three hundred citizens of Lincoln county, and there are on 
file in the executive office, letters from almost every official in 
North Platte asking commutation, including letters from Hon. 
Guy С. Barton, Hon. Beach Т. Hinman, Judge Church, and John 
D. Lang, who assisted in the prosecution. 


FRANK MOELROY. 

Crime, grand larceny; sentenced to the penitentiary for two 
years; convicted at the June term, 1876, of the district court for 
Otoe county. Six months of McElroy’s sentence was commuted 
on the 14th of June, 1877, upon the request of the Hon. J. H. 
Broady, district attorney, for the reason that McElroy turned 
state’s evidence against his companions in crime, and his evidence 
alone procured their conviction. 


CHARLES CRAWFORD. 


Orime, murder in the second degree; sentenced to seventeen 
years in the penitentiary; convicted at the June term, 1875, of the 
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distriet court for Cheyenne county. Sentence commuted to two 
years’ imprisonment, July 20, 1877, on the request of the judge 
(Maxwell), who sentenced him, and the district attorney (Hoxie), 
who prosecuted him, and other reputable citizens. Through 
later developments, serious doubts as to the prisoner’s partici- 
pation in the crime arose. And in any event it was thought he had 4 
been sufficiently punished. |

Crime, murder; sentenced to be hanged; convicted at the April 
term, 1877, of the distriét court for Cheyenne county. Sentence 
eommuted to imprisonment in the penitentiary for life, October 5, 
1877, on the recommendation of the judge (Gaslin), who sentenced 
him, the distriet attorney (Dilworth), who prosecuted him, a part 
of'the jury, the entire bar of Sidney, and at the request of one 
hundred citizens. | 

Judge Gaslin, in his letter to the governor, says the prisoner 
was, at the time of the murder, a soldier in the army, without 

| money or friends to obtain a proper defense; and that he now be- 
lieves the prisoner to have been guilty of murder in the second 
and not in the first degree.

GEORGE Е. ELDER. 


Crime, assault with intent to kill; sentenced at the fall term, 
1874, of the district court for Otoe county. Four months of his 
sentence commuted January 24, 1878, on the request of the board . 
of publie lands and buildings and the prison officials. It appears 
that the prisoner gained this amount of time by, work over and 
above ten hours daily labor during his confinement. 


GRANT THOMPSON. 


Crime, grand lareeny; sentence, two years in the penitentiary; 
convicted at the April term, 1877, of the district court for Doug- ` 
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las county. Fourteen months of his sentence was commuted Feb- 
ruary 26, 1875, on the request of district attorney Connell, the 
jury who found him gnilty, a majority of the bar, and over two 
hundred and fifty citizens of the city of Omaha. The district at- 
torney says, in his letter to the governor: “Thompson was con- 
vieted entirely through the mismanagement ot his case by his at- 
torneys. Had he not been defended at all, he would have been 
convicted of petit larceny only, and would have been punished, in 
all probability, by imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed 
thirty days. The charge against him originally was for petit lar- 
сепу only, the stealing of two hogs of the alleged value of thirty 
dollars. But one witness WAS examined as to value, and he stated 
he thought the hogs wortk 1 thirty-five dollars. The jury rendered 
their verdict accordingly, and the attorneys for the defense there- 
upon claimed the court had no further jurisdiction, and could not 
pronounce judgment. The defendant was committed to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury; was subsequently tried and 
convicted. In view of the fact that Thompson has already been 
severely punished by long confinement in the county jail and in 
the penitentiary, I would deem it but an act of justice to now ге- 
lease him." 
WARREN CLOUGH. 

Crime, murder; sentence, to be hanged; convicted February 2, 
1877, in the district court for York county. Sentence commuted 
June 4, 1878, to imprisonment for life in the penitentiary. 

This was done upon the request of the judge (Post), who passed 
sentence, the prosesuting attorneys, nearly all of-the grand, petit 
and coroner’s jurymen, and a petition signed by nine hundred and 
sixty citizens of Seward and York counties. The application for 
commutation and the letter of the judge state that there existed a 
possibility of the prisoner’s innocence. 


P. Н. CARROLL. 


Crime, burglary; sentence, two years in the penitentiary; con-
